Men working on Richard Nixon s financial strategies are 
sold on the strong use of three fiscal techniques: 
I Sharing federal revenues with the states, with no 
strings attached, to enable state

Many of these programs are now operated by the states 
but with heavy use of federal money and direct or indirect 
federal supervision and controls to insure the direction the 
programs will go. This all necessitates a sizable federal 
bureaucracy in these fields. 
2—Tax incentives, Including accelerated depreciation, to 
get private business to spend more on research and m. 1- 
ernization and to take on a heavier role in establishing 
businesses in the slums, training the jobless and building 
or renovating dwellings for families with low incomes. 
3—Actively controlling the supply of money as a deliber­ 
ate technique in helping to insure sound economic growth, 
in preventing inflation and the general overheating of the 
economy and in staving off recessions. 
■Specifically, the Nixon men would hold increases in the 
supply of money “to a pace consistent with inflation-free 
economic growth.” 
In tim es of high-level prosperity and employment, they 
would provide for a significant surplus in the federal 
budget to reduce inflationary pressures. 
They would make general price stability (along with 
maximum employment) an “explicit” objective of govern­ 
ment policy and written into the “charter” of the Council 
of Economic Advisers. 
They would ask Congress to remove the interest ceiling 
on government bonds to make it possible to lengthen the 
average maturity of the federal debt. By thus making it 
possible for the federal government to com e back heavily 
in the nation's money markets less often for funds, the 
open competition of Washington and private capital in 
those markets, hopefully would be lessened.

How Kennedy Moved In 


To Become Senate Whip

W ASHINGTON (NEA) 
On the Monday before Now Year’s Day, Sen. Edward 
(Ted) Kennedy telephoned Sen. Russell Long to discuss his 
challenge to the latter as assistant Democratic Senate 
leader. He got the distinct impression Long was surprised 
to hear of it. 
Yet in the four previous days Kennedy had personally 
talked to many of Long’s Senate supporters as he worked 
the telephone hard from the celebrated ski resort at Sun 
\ alley, Idaho. Apparently, not one of these senators called 
Long to cue him or encourage him. 
Long told Kennedy some 40 of the 57 Senate Democrats 
would support the Louisianan’s hid for re-election as Dem ­ 
ocratic whip. From his own soundings from Sun Valley, 
Kennedy was convinced that was far off the mark. 
The exact moment the challenge idea took shape in Kon 
nedy’s mind is hard to nail down. But it becam e an active 
endeavor the day aftt'r Christmas when an aide in Wash­ 
ington picked up the telephone and heard the senator’s 
voice from Chicago's O’Hare Field, where he was between 
planes en route to Sun Valley. 
“What about the whip?” Kennedy asked. 
The aide, like others after him, was staggered. He im ­ 
mediately jumped in as devil's advocate, ticking off the 
disadvantages of the job—it ties you down, it’s a bone- 
erusher, etc. But he knew then Kennedy had alreadv de­ 
cided to make the challenge. 
The senator found time to ski just once with his family 
as he canvassed the country from his lodge room, talking 
to every senator he could reach By Saturday night his key 
staff people had the formal word that he was going all-out 
for the post. 
Though the original cheeks were a test of sentiment 
rather than a mustering of votes. Kennedy could tell right 
off that the thing was cracking his way. Early on, he got 
encouragement not just from easily won liberals but from 
such establishment types as Sen. Henry Jackson of Wash­ 
ington. 
Later added to this roster were others in the solid center 
lrke Sens Stuart Symington of Missouri and Daniel Inouve 
of Hawaii 
The onlv serious offset to Kennedy’s significant pickups 
among southerners and middle-road establishment tvpes 
was the defection of three of the labeled liberals—Sens. 
Eugene McCarthy, Gaylord Nelson of Wisconsin, Vance 
Hartke of Indiana. 
The latter two appear to have decided to repay Long for 
certain past favors, though of Nelson it may also be said 
that he has never been exactlv a Kennedy fan. The am az­ 
ing defection of McCarthy, allegedly was founded on his 
judgment that Kennedy as whip would represent no “real 
reform’’ in Senate leadership. 
Kennedy demonstrated in eight days of nearly single- 
handed, audacious tactical endeavor that he knows when 
to pick a tough political fight and how to win it.

THINKING ABOUT 
THE FUTURE?

V ASHINGTON (NEA) 
Men working on Richard Nixon’s financial strategics are 
sold on the strong uso of three fiscal techniques: 
j sharing federal revenues with the states, with no 
strings 
a t t a c h e d , to enable stab ., to take over sizable 


c h u n k s of major Washington program s in crime, urban 
redevelopment, welfare, job training and education. 
Mans of these programs are now operated by the states 
but with heavy use of federal money and direct or indirect 
federal supervision and controls to insure the direction the 
p r o g r a m s will go. This all necessitates a sizable federal 
bureaucracy in these fields 
2 Tax Incentives, including accelerated depreciation, tn 
get p ri\a tc business to spend more on research and m 1- 
erni/.ation and to take on a heavier role in establishing 
businesses in the slums, training the jobless and building 
or renovating dwellings for families with low incomes. 
3—Actively controlling the supply of money as a deliber­ 
ate technique in helping to insure sound economic growth, 
in preventing inflation and the general overheating of the 
economy and in staving off recessions. 
Specifically, the Nixon men would hold increases in the 
supply of money “ to a pace consistent with inflation-free 
economic growth.” 
In times of high-level prosperity and employment, they 
would provide for a significant surplus in the federal 
budget to reduce inflationary pressures. 
They would m ake general price stability (along with 
m aximum employment) an “ explicit” objective of govern­ 
ment policy and written into the “ ch arter” of the Council 
of Economic Advisers. 
They Mould ask Congress to remove the interest ceiling 
on government bonds to make it possible to lengthen the 
average maturity of the federal debt. By thus making it 
possible for the federal government to come back heavily 
in the nation's money markets less often for funds, the 
open competition of Washington and private capital in 
those markets, hopefully would be lessened. 
They w.mld reduce or postpone a range of domestic pro­ 
gram s until m ilitary budgets can be reduced. 
One objective of these men. of course, is to reduce the 
size ot the federal bureaucracy, thus m ake the federal 
government more manageable. 
Though some of these fiscal techniques have been tried 
before in a limited way. their use on the large scale nec­ 
essary to accomplish the results the Nixon men hope for 
would’ be a daring change in federal monetary policy in­ 
deed. There is little in practice or theory to foretell the 
results. 
But some things are certain. These program s would re ­ 
quire a much closer personal relationship between the 
President and governors than has existed in the past. 
But these program s would require a rethinking of the 
roles of the Federal Reserve Board, the Treasury, the 
Bureau of the Budget, and the Council of iCconomic Ad­ 
visers.

(Ted) Kennedy telephoned Sen. Russell Long to discuss his 
challenge to the latter as assistant Democratic Senate 
leader. He got the distinct impression Long was surprised 
to hear oi it. 
Yet in the four previous da>s Kennedy had personally 
talked to many of Long’s Senate supporters as he worked 
the telephone hard from the celebrated ski resort at Sun 
\ alley, Idaho. Apparently, not one of these senators called 
Long to cue him or encourage him. 
Long told Kennedy some 40 of the 57 Senate Democrats 
would support the Louisianan’s bid for re election as D em ­ 
ocratic whip. From his own soundings from Sun Valley, 
Kennedy was convinced that was far off Ihe mark. 
The exact moment the challenge idea took shape in Ken 
nedy’s mind is hard to nail down. But it becam e an active 
endeavor the day after Christmas when an aide in Wash­ 
ington picked up the telephone and heard the senator’s 
voice from Chicago’s O’Hare Field, where he was between 
planes en route to Sun Valley. 
"W hat about the whip?" Kennedy asked. 
The aide, like others after him, was staggered. He im­ 
mediately jumped in as dcyil’s advocate, ticking off the 
disadvantages of the job—it ties you down, it’s a bone- 
crusher, etc. But he knew then Kennedy had alreadv de­ 
cided to make the challenge. 
The senator found time to ski just once with his family 
as he canvassed the country from his lodge room, talking 
to every senator he could reach 
B> Saturday night his key 
staff people had the formal word that he was going all-out 
for the post, 
Though the original checks were a test of sentiment 
rather than a mustering of votes, Kennedy could tell right 
off that the thing was cracking his way. Early on, he got 
encouragement not just from easily won liberals but from 
such establishment types as Sen Henry Jackson of Wash­ 
ington. 
Later added to this roster were others in the solid center 
like Sens Stuart Symington of Missouri and Daniel lnouye 
of Hawaii 
The only serious offset to Kennedy's significant pickups 
among southerners and middie-road establishment tvpes 
was the defection of three of the labeled liberals—Sens. 
Eugene McCarthy, Gaylord Nelson of Wisconsin, Vance 
Hartke of Indiana. 
The latter two appear to have decided to repay Long for 
certain past favors, though of Nelson it may aiso be said 
that he has never been exactly a Kennedy tan.
